W. F. Gold, Inspector, Administration 
of the*Liquor Act, in his address at Biair- 
more Presbyterian chureh Sunday 11 a.m. 
gave an accurate account as to. the snc- 
cessful working of the Liquor Act within 
the Province of Alberta. 2 

Ife went on to show.that for the pest]. 
months the Act had been well obeerved, 
except in certain communities in which 
public sentiment was not strong, and the 
drinking persons had gained the ascend- 
ency. Boot leggers usually work in com- 
bination. They have team play and co- 
‘operation of the finest order. It is, 
therefore, essential that all persons sym- 
pathetic with the enforcement of the 
Liquor Act should alsoco-operate in their 
respective communities. Since the church 
organizations were. largely instrumental 
in putting the Act upon the statutes, 
they are naturally looked to to sustain 
it, and make it as effective as possible. 

The speaker. went on toshow how that 
in certain towns in the Province of Al- 
berta law enforcement had practically 
come to a dead-lock; that it was exceed- 
ingly hard to get a eonvieilen! By going 
to the town, stating the facts, asking the 
people for their co-operation it was found 
possible to change these conditions, and 
the law now was both respected and en-

Counting Seconds

Jews Driven From 
Their Homes by Turks 


Over Eight Thousand are Compelled 
to Leave Jaffa; Many Die 


Details of the recent evacuation’ of 
Palestine have just been received by 
the Boston branch of the provisional 
committee for general Zionist affairs. 
The cable in part follows: 

“Between 8,000° and 9,000 Jews 
were compelled to leave Jaffa. Of 
these more than 3,000 are now in 
Lower Galilee; more than 1,000 in 
Petach Tik Wah, the remainder hav- 
;ing been dispersed in the colonies of 
{Judea and Samaria. Thirty Jews 
have received special permission 
remain. in Jaffa. Only ‘six. hundred 
persons were compelled to leave the 
farms. The deaths incidental to the 
evacuation were due to insufficient 
nourishmient and the hardships of the 
journey. In order to take care of the 
refugees clay cottages are being erec- 
ted, and if sufficient funds are forth- 
coming. public works will be started 
in order to help them. Jerusalem 
has not been evacuated.

Belgian Deportees 
Forced To Eat Rats, 


Byéwitnesses in Germany Say Hun- 
~~dreds-Have Died of Starvation 


The Belgian government has_ re- 
ceived a number of letters written in 
Germany by eyewitnesses, describing } 
the terrible fate of the Belgian de- 
portees in various German camps, 
says the London Globe. The follow- 
ing are. some extracts. 

“Pebruary 25—Here the fate of the 
Belgian civilians is awful. The Ger- 
mans are leaving them to die on a 
starvation diet. They are. nothing but 
skin and bone. Yesterday thirteen} 
bodies were in the mortuary. This 
morning there were fourteen, and that 
of a total of 3,000 to 4,000 prisoners.
